Speaker  of  the  House  PhHip 
Gunn,  a  member  and  leader 
at  Morrison  Heights  Church, 
Clinton,  govemea  the  House 
during  the  special  session  and 
the  lottery  bill’s  passage.  U. 
Governor  Tate  Reeves,  a  Unit¬ 
ed  Methodist,  was  in  diarge  of 
the  Senate. 

Both  have  said  in  the  past 
that  they  personally  opposed 
a  state  lottery.  Prior  to  the 
special  session,  however,  the 
pair  indicated  tl^  intended 
to  allow  the  legialative  pro¬ 
cess  in  their  respective  cham¬ 
bers  to  proceed  when  it  came 
to  consideration  of  the  lottery 
by  legislators.

CHON  MAN!  Ib  a  segment  on  ESPN. 
The  commentator  says,  *Ooiiie  on  man! 
How  could  you  do  something  like  tiiat?* 
If  Paul  were  wrid^  today,  this  would 
be  one  of  his  favorite  phrases.  In  chap¬ 
ter  3,  Paul  continues  &  message  to  & 
churdies  of  Galatia.  He  wanted  them 
to  undmtand  that  the  Judabers  had 
twisted  Christ's  message  of  salvation 
from  Justification  through  frith  alone 
to  Christ  phis  the  Law.  In  verse  i,  Paul 
writes,  "You  foolish  Gidatians!  Who  has 
cast  a  speD  on  you,  before  whose  tyes 
Jesus  Christ  was  publicly  portra^ 
as  crucified?"  Tocuor,  he  would  say, 
"Cmpn  Galatians!  How  can  yon  fill  for 
these  lies  when  you  have  b^  taught 
die  truth?" 

Paul  used  strong  words  because  the 
Galatians  were  be&ving  lies.  When  he 
called  the  Galrtians  fri^h,  Paul  did  not 
use  the  Greek  word  moros  wfaicfa  refers  to 
being  morally  or  inenmfly  deficient.  In¬ 
stead,  Paul  used  the  ancient  GredL  word 
anoetos»  wfaidi  had  the  idea  of  someone 
who  can  think  through  a  concept  but 
chooses  instead  to  mxM  the  concept 
without  thought  Insleua  of  oor^dering 
the  tencbiBigi  of  Paul,  the  GalaliaiM  were 
chooring  to  believe  the  Jodates*  friae 
doctrine.  So  clouded  and  unbiblical  were 
their  thoughts  that  Pmil  aakl  the  Gria- 
tians  seemed  to  be  bewitched. 


Have  you  ever  beard  the  old  peoj[de 
say,  "Slav  away  from  that  person  Be¬ 
cause  lie  s  M  the  evfl  eye"r  The  con¬ 
notation  is  mat  die  person  can  bewitch 
you  if  you  look  into  his  eyes.  The  an¬ 
cient  Greeks  held  a  siniilar  briicf.  They 
were  afraid  of  the  idea  that  a  spell  could 
be  cast  by  an  evil  eye.  A  friend  of  min^. 
writes  the  followuig:  The  eril  eye  was 
thought  to  work  in  the  wgy  a  serpent 
could  hyp¬ 
notise  Its 
prey  with 
Its  eyes. 

Once  the 
victim 
looked 
into  the 
evfl  eye,  a 
spell  could 
be  cast 
Therefore,

simj^  not  to  look  at  it  In  iMii^  this 
phranu  and  the  word  picture  of  be- 
witdiedr  Paul  encouragea  the  Galatians 
to  keep  their  always  and  steadfest- 
ly  upon  Jesus.*  Paul's  wocda  speak  to  us 
as  well,  reminding  us  to  also  keep  our 
eyes  focused  on  leans. 

When  Paul  wrote  about  Jesua  Christ 
bemg  publicly  portrayed  as'  crucified 
before  their  eyas,  he  waanot  invokii^ 


a  memory  of  an  event  the  Galatians  had 
witneesed.  The  Galatians  did  not  witness 
Jesus'  death  on  the  cross.  Instead,  Paul 
was  saying  that  he  had  been  so  clear  in 
his  teaching  about  Jesus’  death  diat  it 
was  like  he  had  left  giant  bflSioards  for 
thra  to  see.  When  &  Galatians  chose 
to  ignore  the  billboards  of  Jesus*  cmd- 
fizion  for  their  salvation,  they  were  say¬ 
ing  that  His  work  on  the  cross  was  in¬ 
sufficient.  As 
a  result,  Paul 
challenged 
the  Galatians 
to  reflect  on 
their  own 
salvation  ex- 
periences, 
asking  them 
if  th^  re¬ 
ceived  salva¬ 
tion  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  through  die  law  or  through 
the  gospri. 

Folks,  lef  8  be  hoaest  Paul  is  also 
writmg  this  important  message  to  us 
“  theomrchesmlriirii^^pi^^'s  cry¬ 
ing  out  to  us  airing,  "Cmoa  Mississip- 
piansl  How  can  you  fril  for  these  lies 
when  you  have  been  tau^  die  truth?" 
We  hm^  the  Trul^  His  twm»  fe  Jesus. 
We  encounter  Him  through  His  IMam 
Word  (the  Bible)  that  provides  the  pic- 


of  Jesus'  vmrk  on  the  cross  painted 
vMcDy  before  us.  And  yet  thim  are 
dmes  when  we  choose  to  Defieve  unbib¬ 
lical  idea&  Paul's  words  remind  us  that 
the  transforming  presence  and  work  of 
the  Hohr  Spirit  in  believers  smes  as 
evidence  for  jusdficadon  by  fsith  and 
the  inability  of  human  effort  to  save. 
Only  people  who  come  to  God  in  fsidi 
(not  worn)  are  justified.  Trustii^  in  the 
law  and  our  own  goodness  brings  judg¬ 
ment;  but  trusting  in  Jesus  brmgs  re¬ 
demption.  Ihete  18  absolutely  noth^ 
you  or  I  can  do  to  earn  our  salvatkXT 
Christ  provided  redemption  throi^sh 
His  woLk  on  the  cross,  and  the  oriy  way 
to  be  redeemed  from  this  tin-sid  world 
is  by  frith.  Left  not  be  like  the  Judaiz- 
ert  and  add  anything  to  our  justification 
by  filth. 

Ify  friend  sums  it  all  up  like  this,  "It 
is  wonderful  to  have  a  soft  heart  before 
God.  But  some  people  have  aofter  beads. 
Ihsir  minds  am  too  accommodating  to 
unbiblical  ideas  and  they  ^nt  tfunk 
things  through  to  see  if  Aey  really  are 
true  or  not  acoordins  to  the  BiMe.^  My 
respoose  to  them  it^ON  MAN!

We  am  known  in  the  south  for  our 
bospitalfty.  YH,  aouthern  geniality  It 
not  the  aame  as  Bibiical  hospitaliW,  de¬ 
manded  in  our  test  for  this  week  s  les¬ 
son,  i  Peter  4.*7-u  reads,  "But  the  end  of 
afl  tilings  k  at  hand:  be  ye  therefore  so¬ 
ber  ana  watch  unto  prayer.  And  above 
all  things  have  fervrat  charity  among 
yourselves:  for  charity  shall  cover  the 
muhitode  of  sina.  Uae  hoegktBty  one 
to  another  without  gru&jng,"  (KJV). 
Whfle  southern  homitality  means  to 
be  friendly,  cheerftiL  or  affsble,  the 
New  Testament  word  is  derived  from 
the  Greek  word  for  brotiieriy  love.  Far 
more  than  ctvflity,  this  verse  demands 
that  we  treat  fellow  believers  like  fem- 
Uy,  as  in  the  femlly  of  God. 

The  Apostie  Peter  wrote  that  the  end 
of  afl  thmgs  is  at  hand.  Whether  cd- 
iectively  at  the  Great  White  Throne  of 
Judgmantjor  as  we  each  die  indivkfai- 
ally,  we  wfll  all  stand  before  the  Father 
one  day,  and  every  knee  shall  bow  to 
Jesua.  The  teat  says  that  should, 
"therefore,  be  sober,  prayerful,  loving, 
and  hospitable  to  one  another.  When¬ 
ever  that  Bible  reads,  "therefore,"  you 
look  a  few  verass  before  to  see  what  the 
“therefore"  is  there  for.  Peter  reminded 
his  readers  that  they  too  were  once  lost 
and  given  to  fleshly  drives.  Since  they

1  Peter  4:  9  demands  that  we,  "Use 
hospitriity  one  to  another  vnthout 
gmoging.  The  world  is  watching  how 
we  treat  one  another.  Since  this  word  is 
based  (m  a  Greek  word  for  love,  treaSii^ 
one  another  in  a godfy  manner  demon¬ 
strates  our  love  for  Christ  and  our  love 
for  ooe  another.  In  my  forty-two  years 
as  a  pastor, 

I  have  never 
been  treated 
better  than 
by  church 
members, 
and  I  have 
never  been 
treated 
worse  than 
by  church 
members. 

Remember,  lost  people,  other  Chris¬ 
tians,  and  more  importantly,  our  Fa¬ 
ther  view  how  we  behave  towards  each 
other. 

Whfle  correct  beliefi  are  vital  to  our 
frit^  the  Bible  teaches  much  about  be¬ 
havior  as  the  proof  of  our  beliefe.  "Abra¬ 
ham  believedGod  and  it  was  counted  to 
him  as  righteousness,”  Genesis  15:6, 
Romans  Galatians  3:6,  and  James 
2:23,  (KJV)-  These  verses  teach  that 


Abreham  prevud  his  beiiaf  In  Ood  by 
his  actioos.  Tod^y,  wyifove  we  love  Je¬ 
sus  how  vse  treat  Hii  foBowers.  This 
proof  is  contrasled  with  lost  people’s 
behavior  in  Tltiis  3:3,  "For  we  oursrives 
also  were  aometimes  fooU^  ffiaobedi- 
ent,  deceived,  eerving  divers  lusts  and 
pleasures,  living  in  wtalWy  and  envy, 
hi^  and  h^ooe  another," 

We  can  have  the  ri^  doctniies  and 
stifl  not  represent  Jreue  to  the  lost  if 
we  mistreat

Jesus  said, 
"By  this 
shuaflmen 
know  that 
ye  are  my 
disciples, 
if  ye  have 
love  one  to

(KJV).  Our  gradousness  and  ho«^^ 
ity  to  those  outside  our  circle  of  frimds 
attracts  people  to  the  gospel  we  profess. 
Before  Emperor  Coostantine's  Edict  of 
Milan  in  3U  A.D.,  Christian  churches 
were  not  allowed  to  own  property,  so 
they  bad  no  church  buikungs  to  im¬ 
press  their  pagan  neighbors.  Many  of 
them  met  in  the  Catacombs  for  privacy, 
which  certainly  would  not  meet  today  s 
standards.  Yet,  their  genuine  frith  in

1  Peter  4:10-11  adds,  "As  every  man 
hadi  receivM  the  gilL  even  so  master 
the  same  one  to  another,  as  pod  stew¬ 
ards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God.  If  any 
man  mak,  let  him  speak  aa  the  oracles 
of  God;  if  eof  man  minister,  1^  him  do 
It  as  of  the  ability  which  God  xiveth: 
that  God  in  aU  maKbe  gtorified 

through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  praise 
and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen." 
As  born-amin  foOowers  of  Christ, 
we  receive  from  God  what  we  need  to 
serve  Him.

Ifemember  God  watches  our  be¬ 
havior.  Hebrews  13:2  warns,  "Be  not 
forgetful  to  entertain  strangers:  for 
thereby  some  have  entertained  angels 
unawares."  The  Greek  word  her  for 
entertain  is  the  same  word  translated 
bocoMtality  elsewhere.  Let  us  be  hospi¬ 
table,  for  the  world  is  watching,  as  is 
the  Fath^.
